A mon who can assert that 
the whole of God's revelation 
to man can be reduced to a

Purpose And -Plan 

Far be it Crom any of us to min- 
imize the vital importance of thie

The universe we call “real” is 
nothing but an imaginative world, 
an ancient dream to which wo give 
substance and which holds us, 28 
a chrysalid in its web, “a magic 
atick petrified’? The tendency to 
suspect reality is the poct’sa most 
precious faculty; life is elsewhere 
and one is able to reach an imme- 
diate perception of another uni- 
verse that senses cannot measure 
or the mind understand: this uni- 
verse belongs to those who, at a 
certain period of their life, have 
wanted desperately to yo beyond 
possibilitics. 

This mystic attitude of Surreal- 
ism is the universal soul of Orien- 
tal philosophy.

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The Coronation 
ERHAPS one had better 
avoid the subject alto- 
ether, If not some apology is 
certainly required. We are told 
that a million extra: visitors are 
expected In London. Hotel 
shares are looking up. The big 
retail shops are laying in a big 


‘ reserve of stock, A rehearsal 


of the ceremony has been held. 
And so on. There {s a great 
danger that the ceremony, which 
in itself is a aolemn assumption 
of almost overpowering respon- 
sibilities, will be vulgarised in- 
to a circus parade and commer- 
cialised into a World Fair. 
There is already something of a 
surface uppearance that the 
holding of the ceremony was 
the one ‘thing that mattered in 
connection with» the Royal 
Family this year. In other 
times it was the personality of 
the monarch that interested 
people, and little importance 
Was attached to the ceremony 
except when there was a dispute 
about the succession, Queen 
Victoria’s predecessor, William 
IV, owing to the ‘extravagance 
of his predecessor, in days be- 
fore the Royal income had been 
brought under Parliamentary 
control and business manage- 
ment, refused to have a corona- 
tion at all becnuse he was hard 
up.

to find out, what there is no 
means of finding out, how much 
of the old meaning is still un-

King's father the conscientioua 
performance of all his functions 
through stormy years revived a 
great deal of the old sentiment 
that used to inspire the Jacob- 
ites.

Kingship. Ono of the mistakes 
of theoretical reformers who 
delight to spin new systems on

radely and shares the life and 
ambitions of his subjects. The 
stirring ovents in the history of 
our Royal family of recent 
months suggest that the old 
characteristics of the British 
people have not changed [n any 
way. They like to keep the old, 
but watch to ace whether it still 
meets new circumstances.—

I can remem- 
ber the look which came over tho 
faco of my worthy teacher when 
1 asked him, “Please Sir, what is 
no Spirit?” Ho appearcd abstract- 
ed for ao moment and then made 
this anawor, “You'll Jearn that, 
John, when you are older.” I 
cannot say whether he so answer- 
ed to cover an imagined  {gnor- 
ance, but I realise now that it is 
the inevitablo answer to all such 
questions. 

I think It was Hegel who aid, 
“God made man in His own image 
und man made haste to return 
the compliment.” A‘ cynical state- 
ment maybe, but ono which con- 
tains a great truth, for religion 
is man’s grasp of God, or as the 
strictly orthodox would say, it 
is God's grasp of man, which, in 
the reality of human experience, 
is the same thing. What man 
makes of his oxperlonce in rell- 
gion, is what God makes of man’s 
experience as man onters into an 
understanding of God's will. 


God In Theology And 
God In Religion 


“Tho difference between  theo- 
logy and religion,” writes Tyrrell, 
“js great and must not be con- 
fused. The Iatter is the work of 
God's spirit in man; the former, 
the work of man's mind reflecting 
on God's works.” To elaborate, 
intellectually, the mature and at- 
tributes of the God of religious ex- 
perience, to describe and explain 
His transcendence, His omnis- 


‘ous exporience. 


ctence and so on, !s for the roligl- 
jous man a non-casontial experi- 
enco. ‘Tho great fact of religion 
Is that God is; that He Is porson- 
ality, that His attributes aro 
what theology says thoy are, man 
can only ascertain through rellgi- 
To arguo that 
the creation of aon _ intellectual 
conception of the Divine Nature is 
a necessary human experience, is 
the same as to argue that the 
composition of a thesis on ther- 
mo-dynamica is a necessary hu- 
man experience. They are human, 
they aro experience, but they are 
not necessary, They aro not ex- 
perient man in action. They are 
a secondary experience, wherein 
man rationalises, or attempts to 
ratlonalise, his real experience. 

Religion ia not theology. Re- 
Iigion Js the total experience of 
the complete man, body, mind, 
and soul. “Man is religious before 
he is.theological, and he may re- 
main religious without ever  be- 
coming theological, although he 
seldom docs. But many a vital 
religious experience is expressed 
in a ludicrous theology. 


God In The Bible 

This is not to arguo the futility 
of theology, but to omphasisc that 
God must bo to man an experien- 
tial reality, or, in reality Ho is 
nothing to man. This truth js 
adequately borne out by the 
evolution of the theological con- 
ceptions in tho Bible. Tho vary- 
ing conceptions of God there, are 
always the outcome of some in- 
dividual’s, or of aomo society's ex- 
perience of the reality of God. 
Theologically, the God of Abraham 
Who demanded the sacrifice of 
Isaac, Is not the same God Who 
inspired Jesus of Nazareth in 
Gethsemane. There is 2 whole 
world of difference between these

At any moment in time, Ged to 
the religious man is what ho ox- 
perionces Him to be. Ho is dif- 
forent at difforent stages in 
mankind's apprchonsion. -The 
Bible would not be what 
it is {f it were not truco that 
religion is primarily o subjective 
experience, essentially personal. 
Man’s apprehenajon of God in tho 
Bible, and God's apprehension of 
man aro ‘but two aspects of the 
Bame experience. They cannot bo 
separated without the destruction 
of both of them. Tho one with- 
out the other is impossible. When 
man finds God, God finds man, 
surely, is axiomatic. 


- God In Jesus 


God {s tho fulness of man’s ex- 
perience, and the dominant prin- 
clplo of the religious lifo is obc- 
dience to the fulness of experionce. 
This {s true of Jesus, and it is 
just as true of every mon and 
woman in religion. Obedience in 
the caso of Jesus Iced him to 
Calvary; because his oxperience 
was perfoct it demanded o  per- 
fect obedience. Wo find it difi- 
cult to assess his exporlence hon- 
estly, adequately and truly, bd- 
cause it is so easily sentimontalls- 
ed, and becauso wo havo been fed 
on a rationalised form of it from 
our earliest days. Indecd, for 
anyone who prefers sentiment to 
truth it is. uttorly impossible to 
realise that Jcsus’ oxperience of 
nineteen hundred years ago dif- 
fers in no essential from tho ex- 
perience of all others who havo 
been obedicnt to the fulness of 
their own experience, who do the 
will of God. : 

Jesus’ carlicst knowledge of God, 
which he inherited from the ga- 
thered theological lore of his race, 


issued in a rebollion against 

theological conceptions and ioe 
ed him into an experience of hls 
own wherein he learned that ho was 
one wlth creation and with his 
Creator. This knowledge was 
tho generating force of, Jesus’ 
Hfe; he became his experienco; 
hence he was able to say with 
boldness, “I am tho way, tho 
truth and tho life. No man cometh 
unto the Father but by me." No 
man can experience the Father- 
hood of God unless he accopts and 
lives the oxperience of Jesus. To 
postulate that Jesus was divine {5 
to preclude humanity | forever 
from the knowledge that Jesus 
possessed, and which ho died to 
give to men.. Such a postulation, 
breaking into the ovolutionary 
life-process of mankind, denies 
the value and the meaning of 
Jesus’ experience, and mokes his 
suffering and achievement of love, 
of .none effect. Jesus was dif- 
ferent, is different, from the rest 
of mankind, not because  thoro 
was some super-organic coherence 
in him, not because he is “of 
God” in a sensa that wo aro not, 
but because the community with 
God which ho claimed, even though 
it was attained independently of 


every conventional aid, and alone, 


cannot be suspect because it Iesu- 
ed in an immediately quickened 
sense of service, in a love which 
disappointment, _ betrayal, and 
evon death, could not destroy, 


God In Man 


Owning every jota of his indebt- 
edness to the religious traditions 
and Institutions of his race, Jesus 
had yet to turn his back upon 
them and enter upon his own new 
experience alone. Such also 
has been the way of every man 
who has. made a truly religious 
experience. To know God a man 


_ Hboration and revitalisation 


ts must stand alono to face hia dos- 
tiny. He has to relinquish 


‘evorything, and descend into that 


chaos where his past fo becomes 
meaningless and vold. “Unicsn a 
man shall have chaos within him, 
he shall in no wiao give birth to 
a dancing ator.” “Whosoever 
would save his life, must !oso it.” 

There are threo foatures of the 
experience which are almost uni- - 
versal. The first is its content—. 
a rovolation of the oneness of all 
life in God, and the birth of the 
Knowledge that all tho complexi- 
tles of Hfe are only appearances, 
the attainment of a great eimpli- 
city. Tho second feature is the 
effect of the content of tho ex- 
perience, which is the acceptanco 
of tho world and all things as 
good. This acceptance brings a 
great accession of spiritual onergy 
and the conviction of the neces- 
sity of malntaining actively the 
revelation of tho unity of life in 
distntorested gorvico and love, 
Tho resulting situation which is 
the third feature, is a certain 
paralysis of tho individual whon 
ho realises tho difference betweon | 
hla now life and tho still materlal- 
Jatlc interpretation which his fol- 
lows place upon experience.

At day- 
light wo were given a cup of ten 
and a biscuit, and told to put our 
equipment on and stand by. Lined 
along tho railings of the “Minne- 
waska", we watched fascinated, 
horrified and scared, as the 3rd 
Brigade cut and alnshed thoir way 
up the slopes. to the ridges above. 
A couple of shrapnel} shells’ fell 
near tho bows of the ship and I 
wished that. I wna back In Cairo. 
In the dim light we could see 
many small boats drifting by. 
Some contained the torn and bat- 
tered bodies of men who. had been 
killed before they could get ashore, 
and some were upturned. Pin- 
naces were scurrying here and 
thero—drawing tows ashore — 
picking up wounded men from the 
water — men were lying at all 
points slong the bench while some 
were struggling forward on their 
hands and knees soeking shelter 
of the amall banks up the beach.

Under this storm of shrapnel 
the 1st and 2nd Brigades Innded, 
closcly followed by the New Zen- 
land and 4th Australian Brigades 
and by 2 p.m. all had Innded.

Where pos- 
sible the wounded were placed in 
lifeboats returning to the ships 
and so wore got off to the walt- 
ing hospital shipr. - The New 
Zealanders stormed the ridge 
which was Inter to become known 
os Walker's Ridge (after Brigad- 
fer General Walker), and tena- 
ciously hung on despite the many 
attempts of the Turks to dislodge 
thom. During the afternoon _ the 
Turka counter-attacked and 
those Australinns in the most 
advanced positlons were cither 
killed or captured, but the ridges 
were held until . the end of the 
campaign. Dressing stations were 
hurricdly erected, but theae were 
shelled constantly on accounts. of 
the large number of troops on~ 
the beach as well as stores which 
wero continually coming ashore. 
Towards the close of the day the 
Turks attacked with fury and 
there wore times when {t was 
thought that it would be impos- 
sible to hang on, and evacuation 
was mentioned many times. But 
this did not come until eight 
months Iater, and before then 
many were the attacks made by 
both sfdes and = great were the 
losses sustained,

Not Exempted From 
Quota Rules 


Information has been  recolved 
by the Hong Kong General Cham- 
ber of Commerce that in tha near 
futuro It will bo the rule through- 
aut tho Colonial Empire that no 
textile goods exported from Hong 
Kong will bo exompted as British 
poods from quota restrictions on 
entry Inte any Dependency where 
quota legislation In in force, unless 
they are accompanicd by a corti+ 
ficnts to the effect that they have 
been spun, woven and finished 
within the British Empire. 


It will be the duty of the certify- 
ing authority to satisfy himself, 
before giving any such certificate, 
that if the goods are only process- 
ed in Hong Kong, the cloth so pro- 
cessed’has been woven in some 
other Empire country from yarn 
spun in an Empire country, and 
that, {f they are both woven and 
finished In Hong Kong. all the yarn 
used has been spun in an Empire 
country. 


It is not clear how this legisla- 
tion will affect tho trado in mnde- 
up goods. It may also be that, 
with changes in the wording of the 
certificate, knitted goods will come 
under quota restrictions. Possibly, 
also, woollen goods will be affected. 


The Chamber of Commerce has 
asked the Government to address 
onquirles on these points to « the 
proper authoritics.

TSHEKEDI, WAS CHARGED

The woman, Bagak Gametsi, 
was fined the sum of £50 or a 
year's imprisonment. 

Extraordinary evidence of the 
potency of 20th century witch- 
craft was given at the trial, 
which caused a sensation even 
dn Africr. 

The woman, who was divorced 
from Tshekedi, was charged with 
three witch doctors with practising 
a witch cult in an effort to injure 
the Queen Mother, Semane. 

Evidence showed that prior to 
the divorce, several swallows 
strangely entered Bagak Gamcetal’s 
hut and she regarded the visila- 
tion ns.an ominous attempt by the 
Queen Mother to alienate Tsheke- 
di’s affections. She called in the 
witch doctors who blew a horn 
and after a ritual with bones and 
unguents declared: that the Queen 
Mother should dic. 


MEDICINE IN TEA 

In order to restore the chief's 
love the’ doctors cut Bagak Gamet- 
si’s throat, back and shouldors and 
a medicine was put secretly into 
Tshekedi’s tea. Bagak Gametsl also 
provided a medicine which was 
guaranteed to kilt the Queen 
Mother, 

Tshekedl, who was an intorested 
spectator at the open air trial, was 
the centre of a sensational inci- 
dent some years ago when he was 
suspended by “Evans of the 
Broke,” the famous Britiah Admir- 

al, for flogging a white man. — 
Reuter. :

. TWO DOCUMENTS 
Tho agreement, signing of 

which was accompanied by cere 
mony, consists of two separate 
documents. 

The first declares that Bel- 
gium is released from her 
Locamo obligations, while the 
second contains the Belgian - 
Government’s acknowledg- 
ment of the declaration. 

An official communique confirm- 
ing the exchange of diplomatic 
documenta | declaring Belgium’s 
release from Locarno, was hand- 
ed to the press by M. Spaak after 
the aligning. 

‘NEUTRALITY GUARANTEES 

The communique declares that 
the French and British Ambassa- 
dors had handed to the Belgian

DEATH OF SIR
